felt it their duty to lay information bo- 
Joife |one of H. M. J. P's for the safety of 
their young men. I deeply regretted a 
minister of the gospel should place himself 
in such 9 position, knowing tho evils 
arising from the use of strong drink. 

It is gratifying to find that Miner has 
at last found something to admire iu Mr. 
Sheldon's character, which not long ago 
he delighted to hold up to public scorn 
and ridicule.

come out of his rectory and:.jBay;:'to.'him: 
Old man, did I uot toll you "ifot to walk 
over this road again? (having aont word 
to him before by another man.) 

A page of history of 100 years ago would 
scarcely equal this.' Yet;- all this and more 
quite aa foolish has'been s'aid and done at 
Port Easiiigton. '■' . ! 

If the Skeena was, fujU^pf, 166,'% Miner 
atates, neither ship nor Cunoe could navi- 
gate it. Tho weatiier had boon cold a few 
days previous to tho trial, but it had 
changed and rain fall copiously during 
tho trial, and the ice from up tho river 
and along tho shores was breaking up.

LITERAR Y HA RDSUIPS. 

Macaulay has ai\id that to fully appro - 
ciate the work of an author, whether yuu 
agree with hia viewa or uot, you uiust 
poaaesB some knowledge of the times in 
which ho lived, of tho obstacles which he 
had to overcome, and of the diflicultiea 
under which he wrotu. Of tho truth of 
thia atiUunioiit we can have no doubt, for 
tl»B hiatory of literature provea it only 
too well. The posaeasion of great intel- 
lectual powera coinbinod. aa in generally 
the case, with an eager ambition to obtain 
honor and fame, has seldom been known 
to socuro contentment and happineaa for 
in;u). There ia always somo inward spur 
goading the man on to tho accorapliah- 
ment of somo lofty deaign or conception 
of the mind, for the aoouring of which a 
whole lifetime of toil and privation ia do- 
manJod. To obtain fame men have toiled 
early and late, have ruined their health, 
have thrown all domestic tioa and alToo- 
tiona aaide, and have failed. A reader, 

. wh-?n enjoying thu productionB of a writer, 
doldom thinks that he ia taking ploaauro 
in vhat has coat long years of tho moat 
intsnao study, under the strain of which, 
tho weary brain has too often broken 
dovva and loft tho body a usoleaa mass of 
clay. Literary men, inallcountriesandatall 
timea, hiivo had to contend against pover- 
ty, that enomy of liuman progroaa, which 
aoeins to delight in oppoaiug the eitbrts of 
the finest inteileots. If the possesBion of 
wisdom, and tho faculty of esproasing 
thought in an ngrooablo and attractive 
form, brought conttMitniont and liappineaa, 
a literiU'y life would be tho moat ouviablo 
of all cidlinga. Living amid hia bnoka, 
the man of letters breathes the "pure ao- 
rene" of tho heroic past, revels amid tho 
creations of tho crentost poetic geniuaca, 
and shares the thoughts of philoaophera 
lil;e I'lato, Hacon and Ivatit. A literary 
life would indoL'd be a pluaaant and onviii- 
ble one, if such were ail its features. lJut 
look at tho reality. Literary men are hu- 
man and aru subject to the aame feelings 
of hope and fear, of joy and sorrow, aa ia 
the rest of mankind to whom they aflbrd 
instruction and pleasure. They do uot 
possess within thorn an all-conquering do- 
torniination which would enable 
them to live independent of cir- 
cumstances or free from worldly cares 
and anxieties. The history of literature 
affords nanny cxamplua of men, endowed 
with divine faouhiea, who , have exerted 
upon mankind an' irifluenco which will 
continue to be felt for ages, but who woro 
doomed to moat ignoble on da, and con- 
donmed to sufl'dr the greatest mental tor- 
ture. Aa a general rule, tire poets are men 
whose tiner aenaibilitiea have been so de- 
veloped and purided thr^t their natures 
are extremely sensitive to the least lack 
of harmony between man's purer nature 
and hia actiona. Aa rnon come short of 
the standard to which they are capable of 
attaining, to such a degree is the nature 
of the poet arouaod and dial urbed. The 
criticiama to which nis writinga are 
subjected ofttiines wound the feelings of 
nil author, and it ia to tho unkindneas 
and animosity of hia critics that the pre- 
mature death of Keata, tho youngest of 
tho " immortal few," is ascribed by many. 
It is woll that the ao-called critics have 
not yet aucoeeded in dooming a writer of 
merit to oblivion, or raising him to a 
position to which his abilities did not 
entitle him. Were tho critics infallible 
in their judgments, and trusted by the 
public, as sure and trusty guides in tho 
holds of literature, tho world would 
probably never 'have been charmed and 
elevated by the sweet, pure . songa of 
Tennyson, but would have extended its 
patronage to contemporaries of inferior 
merit. By the foregoing tho writer does 
not duairo to censure critics indiscrim- 
inately, for such puracns are necessary in 
literature, provided tliuy koep within their 
triie sphere, and do not attempt to dictate 
what should and what diould not bo 
written. Oritios, aa a rule, are conaerva- 
five, and look upon any change or de- 
parture from the old, beaten tracka with 
diatrust and a holy horror, but deapito 
their opposition and words of warning 
the literary world happily moves on to a 
higher level uiiounsoioua of the throatonod 
danger. It ia true that literary powers may 
be acknowledged by the critics, the produc- 
tion may bo justly praised' as remarkable, 
and yet tho public may remain indifferent 
to the abilities of the writer. But it is only 
BO for a time. Tho pnlBe of tho reading 
public does not beat uniformly, nor at once 
respond to the presanro of some work of 
great literary vuluo, but throbs with a cer- 
tain spasmodic action. Fiction for a period 
may iorm the chief article of sustenauco, aa 
undoubtedly it does at tho present time, 
and BO philosophy, science and poetry may 

■ safiTer. A novel, from tho pen of Black or 

' Howells, is now more anxiously awaited 
and more rapturously received, than a poom 
by Teunjcou or Whitticr, or an article from 
the pen of Iluxloy or Spencer, while for- 
merly a poem by Byrou waa *agorly dia- 
ouased in tivory literary and domestic circle. 
Such devotion to one branch of literature, 
to the comparative delusion of others, may 
be fruitful of good results, bat it can 
scarcely be a matter of congratulation, that 
at the present time, the novel constitutes 
the chief literary pabulum of the public. 
Though genius is seldom rewarded or ap- 
preciated immediately upon its appearance, 
yet the world does, not long,. remain .uncon- 
scious of its presence. Little has been lost 
which would have proven benofioial to man, 
and though tho life of tho literary ruau may 
liave its dark, it has also ita bright, side. It 
in indeed encouraging to reflect upon tho 
noble charactcra of nioii, who are to-day as 
iiivicli revorf-d f(jr the uobloNoas 
imd dignity of their lives, as for the gran- 
deur and Hublimity ot their writings. Hil- 
ton's pure, holy life is ouo which wo all 
reverence and desire to imitate, and which 
well ftilflla his own w6rdBi;;that"lie who 

^would write heroic poems should make his 
i^hole life an herbio poein." , " ' 

THE WOBKINGMEN'a FlilENDa. 

The ci y is raised that tlio workingmen 
should bo repieaontod in the legislature and 
in the cabinet. The proposition is one 
with whicii wo entirely agree. The work- 
ingmen constitute a moat important ele- 
ment in any civilized country, more eapo- 
cially in a new country liko thiS; where 
brawn counts for .so much. Beaides the 
more utiUtiirian view, it is undoubtedly the 
lrae..uational policy in this now I)onunion 
of ours to aim at the elevation'of Uabor. 
But one uninfonnedTiponthe'subjebtihlght 
ho led to suppose that, ttae>wdi'kingiue& ate 
jiot now represented ill our councils. Biioh', ' 
however, is not tho fact. Of lha twenty- 
live members conatitnting the legislature 
which has just boon dissolved, twelve may 
fairly bo chisaed as workingmen; and of 
tlio four cabinet rainifiters, three are entitled 
to the sumo designation, It will hardly ba 
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contended that the iinportaut tdass referred 
io lire entitled to a larger proportion of re- 
presentation than ouo half of the hotise 
and three-fourths of tho cabinet. From 
some of the speeches recently delivoroo. at 
workiugmen's meetings, one might beled to 
suppose that in the administration of affairs, 
thfl present government have not been 
favorable, have not, in fact, done justice to 
workingmen. Now, it is the r.isiest thing 
possible to deal in gouoral sweeping asaer-i 
tion; but we challeHgo proof. Produce, 
spocifio instances in which tho present gov- 
ermx ent have acted in au unjust or un- 
friendly way towards workingmen as a 
cliiSB. We think we cauniuution numerous 
instances proviug the raverse. Let two 
suflfice for tho present: About a year ago 
the contractor for tho Goldstream road 
failed aud skipped out. A largo payment 
fell due before absolute fatlur-^ 
evolved. What did tho govern- 
ment do? Anxious that ths workiug- 
men in the contractor's employ (aoine- 
thiiig like one hundred in number) should 
ba hurt aa little as poaaible, the chief 
commissioner cauaod enquiry to be made, 
and finding that there was reason to fear 
that if the contractor got money into hia 
hands the workmen would suffer, ho wont 
out of hia way and strained the law to 
pay the workmen aa fur as tho money 
would go, instead of making the paymiiut 
to the contractor, in Bocordanco with the 
terms of contract. It will be within tho 
recollection of most of our readers how 
the Walkeui Beaven adminiatratiun harsh- 
ly pushed the local dock oontractora to 
the wall, the consequehco of which waa 
that they were ruinod and a large number 
of workingmen left unpaid. Did tho 
Wftikoni-Beavou government raise linger 
or voico in favor of thoau vvorkmen 1 No I 
But what did thu Sinitlie govcrnmant do, 
although none of their all'air I Thoy 
Bought from parliament and obtained au- 
thority to pay every wurkingraan who had 
a ulnini upon the ruined contractora; nnd 
thoy have been paid every farthing I In 
like manner have the present government 
paid many claims of workingmen against 
the late government, claims which that 
government had treated in a most heart- 
leu and unjust manner. In view of all 
the circumstances, the wonder is that &Ir. 
Beaven and his friends have the hardihood 
to pose now as the' Workiugmen's friends. 
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MR. BEAVEN'S CANDOR. 

Mr. Boovuii ia woll voraed in the art of 
trying to score every possible point 
against hia political antagonists. At a 
public meeting, held on Tuesday night at 
the Philharmonic Hall and engineered by 
the Times' corps, Mr. Doavon sought to 
make capital out of a nickname which hia 
party obtained during last session — tho 
"Six" party. In a pathetic and sym- 
pathy-seeking manner he pretended to 
beliure that the cognomen was suggested 
in reference, to the coitdition, of his 
health at that time. This he knows full 
well waa not the case; and that tho title 
bore reference to the number of the 
party that then profesaed allegiance to 
him, and that the similarity of sound 
caused the term to be corrupted into the 
Sicks party — indicative of tho state 
thoy would experience after tho election. 
Then, again; Mr. Beaven attempts to 
contrast, unfavorably to the former, tho 
present with the late government in the 
matter of Chinese labor; and asks why 
tho present government did not follow 
in the steps of tho Walkem-Beaven gov- 
ernment and procludo that class of labor . 
on all provincial works. The Clements or 
Island railway bill proposed to give tho 
bonus to a company without any provision 
that Chinese labor should bo o.xcludod. 
This waa Mr. Boaven's own pet bill; it 
turned out to have been obtained by a 
bogus company, but that fault did not lie 
with the honorable gentleman. Neither 
did he raise his earnest voico in favor of 
a restriction clause being inaortod in the 
contract granted to Mr. Dunsmnir 
for tho construction of tho line. 
And he waa silent on both octia- 
siona for the aame reason — because 
he knew that, were snob a stipulation im- 
puBud, the woik would uot be nudertakeu . 
If he v.ere as candid as he would have tho 
public oelieve .hat he is, he would admit 
that, chronic fault&uders to the contrary, 
notwithstanding, the present government 
have shown themselves in earnest upon the 
Chiuese question, and as ready to legislate 
against that race in favor of tho white peo- 
ple of tho province as any body of men 
could possibly bo. So much so, in fact, 
that on mor^than one occasion anti-Ohineao 
laws have been passed «hich woro after- 
wards declared unconstitutional, llogular- 
ly every aesaion lawa having tho Hamo ond 
in view were passed; and SnaUy the agita- 
tion secured a recognitiou in the somewhat 
satiafactory because partially restrictive 
measure passed by the Dominion govoru- 
ment. 



BSQUl MALT'S GROWTH. 

In April last tho provincial govornmont. 
on a report from tho minister of finaiico, 
passed and forwarded through tho proper 
channel to Ottawa, an order in council re- 
el uoating that, in any contract the Do- 
iniaion govornmont may enter into with 
the Oanadian Pacific Railway Company 
for a trans'PaciGo mail eorvice, it shall be 
atipuluted that the ateamahips engaged in 
auch service ahull bo required to touch at 
Victoria or Eaquiraalt both on tho out- 
ward and inward voyage. At the aame 
time they sent a cablegram to Agont- 
Qoneral Beetou, instructing that gentle- 
man to make every effort to secure the in- 
sertion of .a similar condition in any im- 
perial contract with said company. Im- 
mediately ugon receipt of these inatiuc- 
tiona, Mr. Beeton enlisted the co-opera- 
tion and good offices of. Sir Charloa Tup- 
por, agent-general for Oanada, and the 
last mail brings very encouraging infor- 
mation from Londbn as -to the probable 
succoas of thea'e efforts. One strong point 
these gentlemen havp been enabled to 
make with tho Imperial authorities is the 
present and prospective iinportancu of 
Esquimau as a naval and military station. 
We understand that encuurjiging news 
has also boon received from Ottawa, rola- 
tivo to tho sime matter. Altogether there 
seems to bo little doubt that the object 
sought for will bo aitain'id, and thus will 
Victoria be placed in direct coiniuuuica- 
tion with the Orient and tho Occident, 
and become, in faot, . an importanli/link^in 
the most wonderful chain of commutiica- 
tion the world has ever soen'r

ENQLANU. 
LoNDO.v, Juno 9.--Tho racing on West 
Heath was continued to day, for tho royal 
hunt cup over the now mile, and was won by 
the aged chestnut horse Despair; 3-year- 
old bluok colt Lecaiamer second; C-yoar- 
old brown horae Kinaky third. The race 
for the Aflcot Derby stakes for S-yoor olda 
over tho Swinley course wos won by the 
brown colt St. Merino; colt Saroband sec- 
ond; bay colt Tetteratono third flThe race 
for the Coronation stakes for ;)-yoar-old 
lillies 07er tho old mile course, waa won 
by bay lilly Argo Navis; chestnut filly 
Braw Lasa second; ~ bay filly Oataraot 
third. 

To-day it is predicted that homo rule, 
now dead, would rovive into vigorous 
life, Extensive police precautions are 
being taken at the east end of London, 
where diaordora aro foared. Tho Irish of 
Rotherhithe, Horniondaoy, and Wapping 
having become greatly excited a full 
supply of detectives has been atationod to 
protect the railway depot, river subways, 
Tower and otlier places, and all strangers 
are narrowly scrutinized. It is openly 
stated that a Fenian outbreak or plot is 
hatching ns the outcome of the recent 
political events. 

Arlington wliigs held a conference and 
decided to organize with tho partial as- 
aiatanco of the conservative party to act 
in opposition to home rule candidates 
during the coming elections. 

Labouchero ia publicly engaged in form- 
ing a radical party to oppose Mr. Cham- 
berlain and his methods during the im- 
pending parliamentary contoafa. Labou- 
chrro invites all radicals who are arabi- 
tioua to enter parliament to write him. 
Justin McCarthy will start on a lecturing 
tour in the United States in September. 
A telegmphie \meuage wu received thia 
afternoon from tho Queen to Qladstono. 
It is said to contain Hor Majesty's sanc- 
tion for the dissolution of parliament. 

Gladstone will to morrow inform the 
houae of commons of the govornment'a 
intention to appeil'.to the country, aftur 
obtaining the neoeiaary vote of supply to 
tide over the election. Fatliainent will 
probably be dissolved on June 26th. The 
government are loaa sanguine regarding 
tho prospocta of tho liberals in the com- 
ing elections owing to the dearth of funda 
and suitable oandidatea. Messrs. Arnold, 
Morely and Broadburst are untiring in 
their offorta to overconia the difliculty. 

Scores of provincial conservatives and 
liberal agents aro in London consulting 
with the whips of their respective parties. 
Qladstono iuaists that every constituency 
shall be provided with homo rule candi- 
dates. He relies on the radicals and 
workingmen's clubs to provide zealous 
volunteers. The government will endeav- 
or to dissolve parliaTnent on the 24th in- 
stant, or oven at an oarlier date if tho 
house espeditea the necessary busineRn. 
An early dissolution is desired in o.-det 
that the elections may not interfere with 
harvest work. A dispatch sent by tho 
Queen to Mr. Gladstone this afternoon 
announced her Majesty's consent to dis- 
solution. Tho Queen had previously asked 
Lor.l Hartington whether ho was willing to 
form a ministry. Lord Hartington in reply 
advised that parliament be diaaolvud. 
Lord Roaebery started. for Balmoral on 
the nifiiht train. It ia understood he gooa 
simply as a minister in attendance. 
The liberal clubs have spHt like 
tho parly Tho Reform and De- 
vonshire clubs support the diasidents. 
The members of the National liberal club 
are Gladstonitea. Mr. firoadharst has hia 
headquarters at that club. Ho doclarea 
that not a single liberal association Iib3 
swerved from its allegiance to Mr. CJlad- 
atone. A deputation of the Irish loyal 
patriotic union haa started for Scotland 
to stump tho country. Female Orange 
lodges are being formed in England to 
aid the unionists in the election. The 
movement was started at a mooting at 
Commoner Saundoraon'a liouau in Lon- 
don to-day. The unionists have selected 
Mr. Rusaell, a notable Irish temperance 
advocate, to oppose Mr.O'Brien inTyrono. 

IRELAND. 

DKLi'Asr, June 9. — Laat night a mob 
of Orangemen made an attack on a tavern 
kept by a Oatholio named Duffy. ThopO' 
lice were promptly on the scene, and af- 
ter a stubborn contest, .during which chey 
used their carbines, drove the mob away 
in disorder. Tho rioters renaseniblod with 
increased strength and again attacked 
Duffy's, thia time overpowering the police 
and driving them from the place In tlio 
first aeaault Chief of Police Cnrr wiis 
wounded. He was carried away and now 
lica in a critical condition. When the 
Orangemen returned to the fight they 
were accompanied by a large number of 
factory girls, who goaded them on, sham- 
ed on tho buttle, and formed the moat 
dangerous element. The officers abandon- 
ed Duffy's tavern. The rioters at onco 
took completa posaeasion of the tavern. 
It was at onco thoroughly saokod. All 
tho taps and spigots were set running and 
everybody was invited to help himself 
according to his taste. All tho barrels of 
liquor found in the stock ware carried in- 
to the: street, lifted up high, and let fall 
nntil they broke and liberated their con- 
tents. All tho furniture was carried out, 
piled in tho centre of the roadv;ay and 
burned fco furnish the rioters with light 
during their debauch. Men, youths and 
girls drank until they fell helpless 
in the gutters, the girls acting 
with greater fury during the early 
stages of the orgies than the men. The 
police fired killing five persons. Soverol 
Protestant clergyman tried to diaperae 
the mob, but their efforts were unavailing. 
One of the persona killed waa a widoir 
with two children, 

Dublin, Juno 9. — One hundred and 
fifty policemen have loft this city for Bel- 
faat to reinforce tho police there. 

Aruaoh, Jtine 9.— An infernal machine' 
CohsistiRg of a jar filled with a black aub- 
atanco and some clockwork was thrown 
lust night against tho door of a Proteat- 
unt'a house in Lurgan, county Armagh, 



When the machine waa hurled it had a 
lighted fuse attached to it and it exploded 
in the doorway. 

BisiiPABT, June 9. — The terrible mob end- 
ed its work here by tiring the tavern itself, 
which waa burned to the ground. Then 
strong men who had become infuriated aud 
were overcome by their potationa, ran 
through tho strata wrecking ai\d pillaging 
wherever thoy went, and . increasing their 
following. These rioters after a while con- 
gregated around the police station and 
stoned tho pliico until they were tired, and 
thou marched to another tavern. Tho 
police hastened thither in adranco and at- 
tempted to protect tho property, but they 
were ov rpowered aud driven uway. Th» 
mo'>, laft ■'u possession, treated tho tavern 
as they had treated Duffy's. They turned 
on all tho taps, broke full barrels in tho 
street, macia a bonfire of the furniture and 
tiunlly sot lire to tho building. '^' The police 
returned aud thia time got the .better for a 
time of the mob, whose ranks were depleted 
by scores who had fallen away in drunken- 
ness, and extinguished the names before 
thoy could gain control of the structure, but 
were unable to drive the rioters from tho 
lots, aud they remained and dominated 
until morning. During tho rows of tho 
night Gladstone and Parnell were both 
burned in ofllgy, aud a dummy labelled 
"Home Rule'' was cremated. 

Two mon named Hart aud 
Mason were orroated to-day for tho mur- 
der ot Thomaa C.llagher, who waa shot 
dead lost night iii.i ing the rioting at Lur- 
gan. Gallagher waa & woll known local 
ainipleton. Ho waved ine orange sash in 
tho face of the hoir s i'.:iers during an in- 
ceaaunt firo betwbon tho mob and Orange- 
moll, During the riot the situation at 
one time became so desperate that Mr. 
Matthews, local Orange leader, publioly 
declared that unless the authorities did 
their duty ho and thouaands of others 
would take charge of the town. Mat- 
thowa waa on the point of carrying out 
hia threat when tho military appeared on 
the Bceno. To-duy there was a little 
atone throwing in Lurgan, but otherwise 
the town waa quiet. Numbers of police- 
men were ao badly injured laat night that 
they are yet in the hoapital. Twenty 
riotora are now under arrest. The coro- 
ner's jury found that Gallagher died from 
the effects of gun wounda, and cenaured 
tho authorities fur not having sufiloient 
police to preaorvo order. 

Rioting waa renewed here this evening 
and tho riot act waa again read, The 
mob incroaaod in size and begun throwing 
atones at tho police. The latter fired 
killing four persons, one of whom waa a 
barmaid who waa looking out of a tovorn 
window at tho fight. Tho mob returned 
tho fire and a briak fusilade was kept up 
for twenty minutoa. The soldiers are 
now parading tho streets. Tho mob 
drove a force of ir>0 policemen into tho bar- 
racks and then utlackud tho buildings 
throwing atones at the windows and 
doors. 

UNITED STATES. 

.Sa.v FiiANXT.sdo, Cal., June 9. — Adviooa 
from Chinu atato that U. S. Miniator Den- 
by hud all interview with Viceroy Chang 
on the subject of constructing railroads in 
China, Miniater Denvy ia reported aa 
saying that Gen. Wilson was prepared to 
undertake the building of roads without 
China being obliged to expend ouo cent; 
that United States capitalists were ready 
to supply all capital and material- neces- 
sary to give China a complete railway aya- 
torn in tho ohortest possiiilo time. 

Ceylon advices, by ateamor Oceanic, 
state that the Pouinsular & Oriental 
Steamship company purpose tendering for 
tho mail service between Japan and Brit- 
ish Columbia, connecting with the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. 

'It la stated In Yokohama that a famine 
prevails in Coroa, and that 600 persona 
have died of starvation. There has not 
been a good harvest in Coroa for aoven 
yoars, ,.,^j,>,. 

Tho South Australian government has 
notified the Chinoae. government that in 
future the tax of 950 trill ba imposed on 
all Chinese arriving in that colony. 

Tho new tea crop in China ia reported 
of good quality. Pricos are about 10 per 
cent, hicher than laat season. 

San rnAN'ciHCo, Cnl., June 0. — The 
Oceanic Steiimshipcouipauy's ateamor Aus- 
tralia arrived to-day from Honolulu and 
docked at the company's wharf. Shortly 
after, in obodieuoo to tho orders of the 
Steamshipmou's Froteotlve assoeiation all 
seamen, firemen and waiters left the ship, 
only the head men of each department 
remainini? on hoard. The men all loft tho 
Australia quietly. Tho strike was ordered 
to carry out the boycott of all vessels 
owned or chartered by Spreckela & Co. 
for their refusal to employ increased help 
in tho coal room of the steamer Mariposa. 

CANADIAN NEWS. 

MoNTEKAi, Que., June 9. — The works 
of tho North American Olaas Co., at 
Hochelagii, woro burned to-day, includ- 
ing workshops, sheds, plant, and ap- 
pliances.-. The damage ia estimated at

The finding of the groat aerolite which 
was aeen by many puraona in Indepond- 
once township, Washington county, Pa., 
on the night of September 14th, is told 
at length by the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
About a month after the aerolite was aeon 
and was said to have fallen, Prof. Jona- 
than Etnerick, of WiUuim and Mary col- 
lege, began aoarehing for it. His search 
led hini into Butler county, then into Al- 
leghany, and, although he decided that if 
the atone foil anywhere it must have been 
near Olayavillo, he examined very min- 
utely all that region of country lying 
contiguous to Olayavillo, extending his 
researches north and south of that point 
for about six miles, and also spent some 
time ill wunderiiig through that part of 
Weat Virginia lying adjacent to Waah- 
ingtiin county. On the 15th of this 
month the aavant was rewarded by find- 
ing the huge atono on the farm of Mr. 
Frederick Miller, about two miloa north 
of Clayaville, It was lying at tho base of 
11 high hill, which ia heavily timbered 
with oak, and was di-.eply imbedded in 
tho soil and almoat concealed from view 
by. the; dead leaves 4he wind had blown

The profeaaor being well acquainted with 
tho geological strata of Western Pennsyl- 
vania, waa engaged in locating a well for 
the Ulaysville Oil Company, iind in the 
discharge of this duty atuinblod upon the 
spot whore the imnieiisu loroiito lay.

The length 
of its visible path was about 150 miles, 
and it moved from northeast to south- 
west. The time of its flight was estimat- 
ed between 5 and 10 seconds, indicating 
a velocity of not leas than 15 or 20 miles 
per second.

The Swedish Uiii;; Can't ^ct au 
Allowance for His Second.. 
Son. 

All tho countries in Europe are not 
80 liberal to sovereigna and their bo- 
longings as England. There was some- 
thing quaint and primitive in the lato 
scene in the Swedish Parliament, when 
the King personally appealed to the 
estates to grant an appannage of 26,- 

000 kronen — a kronen is a little over 
twonty-tive cents — for his second son, 
tho Duke of Gothland. "Both as a 
King and a fabher," said his Majeaty, 
"I am filled with'Bnxiety when I look 
toward the future of my younger sons. 

1 have given them as perfect aii edu- 
cation as is within my powor. They 
owe it, however, to their mother that 
they have grown up such good and 
worthy young men, enjoying as thoy 
do the esteem of the whole land." Tho 
stolid Scandinavians, however, were 
not to bo moved. Although the Gov- 
ernment had been urgent for the grant, 
it was declined by a majority of two- 
thirds of the meinbera of tho Lower 
House of the Eigsaga. The King has 
four sons, very little private property, 
and a civil list of 1,900,000 kronen — 
about $50,000 five-sevenths of which 
are paid by Sweden and two-sevenths 
by Norway. One speaker observed 
that tho King's son.s had inherited 
considerable cajjilal from their grand- 
mother, Qiu'on JoH(^])hino, and that 
the interest fi-om this ouglit to provido 
them with a fitting housekeeping. — 
London L tier. 

When ihc<lueeu Bides in State.
